During  this  quarter  the  battalion  was 
commanded  by  LTC  Clifford  T-,  F  Imuran  until  IS  Jane  1969  when  he  was  injured 
in  an  airplane  accident  and  evacuated  to  CONUS.  LnC  Edward  L.  Arnold  assumed 
command  on  19  June  1969  and  remained  in  c.'.rxnnr.d  unT.il  19  July  1969  at  which 
time  the  cr.im.and  of  the-  battalion  was  taken  over  by  LTC  Robert  S.  McGorry.

(2)  The  ness  halls  and  sanit-tion  facilities  arc  inspected  regularly, 
and  have  boon  found  to  bo  in  s  tisf actory  condition.  Deficiencies  and 

re  commendations  ..re  reported  t^  the  respective  companies,  and  cooperation 
of  the  units  has  been  good.

3 ,  Intelligence,  Countar  Intelligence ,  .and  Enemy  Activity: 

a.  Intelligence  and  Counter  Intelligence:

3 .  Operations: 

a,  Hydroseedinc-  tfSjJIV  Hill: 

(1)  Observation:  During  the  hydroseeding  of  US, .TV  Hill  it  was  noted 
that  much  of  the  seed  was  lost  if  heavy  rain  fell  before  the  seed  had  time 

to  germinate. 

(2)  Evaluation:  To  eliminate  this  problem  some  method  of  holding  the 
seed  and  fertilizer  in  pl_ce  was  needed  until  the  seed  germinated  and  rooted* 

(3)  Recommendation:  By  mixing  an  asphalt  emulsion  with  the  water, 
seed,  and  fertilizer  mix  in  a  lydroseeder,  and  then  spraying  this  mixture  ov«r 
the  desired  area,  the  asphalt  holds  the  seed  in  place  lon-jj  enough  for  suf¬ 
ficient  growth  to  begin.  Test  areas  have  sh'wn  85 %  germi nation.  When 
applying  this  method,  care  should  be  taken  to  flush  out  the  hydroseeder  with' 
diesel  oil  to  prevent  the  emulsion  from  thickening  in  the  storage  tank,  punp, 
and  associated  piping. 

b .  Asphalt  Plant  Engine  Cleanliness: 
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SUBJECT:  Operational  Report  of  lb9th  Engineer  Battalion,  jPO  96491;  for 
Period  Ending  31  July  1969 

(1)  Observation:  The  drive  engines  at  the  asphalt  plant  deteriorate 

rapidly, 

(2)  Evaluati  -n:  The  abnormally  high  dust  level  was  causing  rapid 
diesel  engine  deterioration, 

(3)  Recommendation:  In  addition  to  a  more  frequent  cleaning  and 
changing  of  air  filters,  a  15"  air  pipe  was  run  fr  m  the  engine  to  a  point 
30  feet  away  whore  the  dust  level  is  much  lower.  This  greatly  lowers  the 
dust  intake  and  reduces  wear, 

■  c.  Well  Casinr: 

(1)  Observation:  Very  often, at  great  depths,  well  casinr  will  break 
at  its  welded  points  or  the  incite  rial  through  which  the  drilling  is  taking 
place  will  cave  in. 

(2)  Evaluation:  A  means  to  continue  drilling  under  these  conditions 
vans  needed. 

(3)  Recomendation:  Place  a  cement  imxoure  in  the  we  11,  lot  it 
partially  set  up,  and  then  drill  through  the  partially  hardened  concrete  with 
a  smaller  driU  (usually  8"  reduced  to  6").  This  actually  rakes  a  concrete 
casing.  Results  have  thus  far  been  fairly  sucessfulc 

d ,  Ditch  Erosjjn  Control: 

(1)  Observation:  Due  to  the  steep  slope  of  the  ditches  around  a 
bridge  site,  rapid  erosion  of  the  ditch  line  was  oc curing  and  endangering 
the  entire  structure . 

(2)  Evaluati  jn:  Some  method  of  stopping  the  erosion  was  required. 

(3)  Recommendation:  Construction  of  a  concrete  spillway  or  trough 
was  considered  too  tine  c ensuring.  Half  sections  of  72"  culvert  wore  used  in 
conjunction  with  haadwalls  to  provide  a  steep  slope  while  eliminating  erosion. 
Lengths  of  angle  iron  were  welded  under  the  flange,  parallel  to  the  long¬ 
itudinal  axis  to  provide  lateral  stability  and  to  prevent  a  wavey  appearance 
when  the  culvert  was  backfilled,. 

e  .  Sc  "tic  Tank  Ccnstructi  .'n: 

(l)  Observati  on:  Construction  of  rectangular  concrete  septic  tanks 
is  a  time  consuming  jab. 
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(2)  Evaluation:  Building  and  stripping  the  farms  for  the  -walls  and 
baffle  is  the  most  time  consuming  part  of  septic  tank  construction, 

(3)  Recommendation:  That  septic  tanks  be  c imposed  of  two  separate 
cylindrical  t^nks .  The  walls  of  the  concrete  cylinders  may  be  precast  or 
cast-in-place  using  concentric  secti-ns  of  corrugated  netal  culvert  as  the 
f-rms  which  remain  part  of  the  tank.  The  top  and  bottom  cf  the  tanks  may  be 
circular  or  rectangular  i e i nf ore e >1  .concrete  slabs.  The  design  depth  and  dia¬ 
meter  my  be  determined  based  on  the  expected  flow,-  This  unit  has  discovered 
this  to  be  a  very  expeditious  means  of  sep.tic  tank  construction. 

f .  Perimeter  Firhtinr  Positions: 

(1)  Observation:  A  great  deal  of  effort  has  been  expended  in  replac¬ 
ing  intermediate  fighting  positions  on  long  Binh  Post  perimeter  because  cf 
rapid  sand  bag  deterioration, 

(2)  Evaluation:  Alow  cost,  easily  constructed,  durable  fighting 
position  was  needed. 

(3)  Recommendation:  That  int ermliate  fightirg  positions  be  construc¬ 
ted  fr^m  concrete  and  half  sections  of  culvert  -  both  of  which  are  readilly 
available,  durable,  and  low  cost  construction  materials.  One  design  consists 
of  72  inch  and  60  inch  culvert  42  inches  high  concentrically  placed  and  filled 
vdth  concrete  tc  form  a  circular  wall.  The  wall  has  a  rear  entrance  and  another, 
arc  shaped  section  of  wall  for  a  standoff.  The  walls  are  anchored  to  a  six 
inch  thick  rectangular  concrete  slab.
